REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Brethren : The annual report of the General Board of Missions 
shows the following facts as to the Missionary Field of our Church dur- 
ing the past year: “We have two hundred and eighty-one missionaries 

in our six fields, including the Women’s Board, one hundred and eleven 
native preachers, and twenty thousand nine hundred and ninety nine mem- 
bers, or an increase of two thousand two hundred and seventy during 
the past year, the largest in our history.” 

On finance, the report has the following summary: “In the home 

church we received last year on assessments, $400,364.00 or, including 
the amount from all other sources, a total of $540,523.00, an increase of 
$21,307.00. To this we may add the $226,192.00 received by the Woman’s 
Board, giving a sum total of $766,716.00, for Foreign Missions which 
lacks only $234,000.00 of making a round million for missions.” We 
•report a slight decrease in the collections for foreign missions, and a ma- 
terial increase of fifteen per cent, in the collections for Home Missions. 

We call the attention of the Conference to what we devoutly trust 
is a general missionary awakening, the increase of the number of those 
who are specifically studying the subject of missions, to the change in the 
attitude of the public mind toward the whole subject, and to the Lay- 
men’s Missionary movement for the evangelization of the world in this 
generation. 

Furthermore we would commend to you the various plans for the 
increase of the missionary interest devised by our own Board, its mis- 
sionary libraries, programmes for rallies and Sunday Schools, missionary 
services and particularly its periodical “Go Forward.” 

This Conference Board also craves the hearty co-operation of all the 
Brethren in such plans as it may propose from time to time in endeavor- 
ing to extend the benefits of this great missionary awakening in our own 
borders. 

With reference to our Conference Missionary Evangelists we offer the 
following resolution : 

Whereas, the Laymen have generously agreed to pay the salary of 
an Evangelist, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Bishop is requested to appoint such Evangelist, 
that he shall be under the supervision of the Conference Board of Mis- 
sions, who shall direct his work and receive all money he shall collect 
and which may be paid for his compensation. We recommend the con- 
tinuance of Fred Little as Conference Missionary Secretary.

We are also glad to note the increased interest which our under- 
graduates are taking in the work of the Correspondence School. We 
urge all our undergraduates to take advantage of the exceptional help 
which it offers. We also urge all our preachers to avail themselves of 
the advantages offered them by the Circulating Library of the Corres- 
pondence School. 



Gallozuay College. 

The report made to us by President Williams of Galloway College 
is most gratifying. The attendance is large, the interest in real school 
work is good, and the College spirit is unusually fine. The religious life 
of the school is good. Many needed repairs have been made during the 
past year. And all in all the outlook for Galloway College was never 
brighter. 

Hendrix College. 

The report of President Anderson of Hendrix College of the work of 
the last school year is encouraging. The school had the largest enroll- 
ment in its history. 

The religious life of the College is good as usual. The many repairs 
which have been made about the College buildings and grounds add greatly 
to the appearance and value of the plant. These improvements have been 
made possible by the work of Rev. James Thomas, our Commissioner 
of Education. 

We are much gratified at the success which he has had in his work 
and rejoice that he has been continued in this great work. And we 
pledge him our hearty co-operation in his good and great work. 

We make the following recommendations: 

(1) That Rev. R. B. MeSwain be placed on Conference Board of 
Education in place of Rev. C. H. Newman, R. E. L. Johnson succeed A. 
G. Henderson, R. A. Nelson succeed J. R. Edwards, R. A. Dowdy suc- 
ceed C. F. Cole. 

(2) That Rev. J. K. Farris, Geo. Culberhouse and T. T. Bateman 
succeed themselves on Board of Trustees of Hendrix College; and that 
R. E. L. Johnson succeed M.' F. Collier on same board. 

(3) That Rev. R. C. Morehead and G. W. Culberhouse succeed 
themselves on the Board of Trustees of Galloway College. 
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(4) That Hendrix College be requested to establish a Summer In- 
stitute for the benefit of the young preachers of three Conferences of 
Arkansas as soon as practicable. 

(5) The endorsement of the plan of correlation for the educational 
institution of our church in Arkansas as outlined by the Commission ap- 
pointed a year ago by the three Conferences of, the State. 

Provided, That the plan of correlation be accepted by a two-thirds 
majority of the members of each of the present Boards of Trustees of 
the three institutions concerned; and of the members of the proposed 
new Board of twenty-four (provided that this include a three-fourths 
majority of our representatives on the proposed new Board of twenty- 
four) ; and of the members of the Commission. 

We recommend the continuance of the Commission; that Rev. R. B. 
MeSwain be continued as the representative of our Conference on the 
Commission; and that the Commission be urged to call together the 
several Boards of Trustees at an early date for the further consideration 
of the matters involved; and that R. R. James, Rev. R. C. Morehead; F. 
M. Daniel, Rev. Fred Little, R. A. Dowdy and Rev. A. E. Holloway, L. 
E. Moore and Rev. W. C. Davidson be made the representatives of our 
Conference on the proposed new Board of twenty-four. The Conference 
Board of Education shall keep the Board full by the nomination of two 
new members each year, taking them in the order in which they appear 
above. 

(6) We recommend that an assessment of one thousand ($1,000.00) 
dollars for Hendrix College and seven hundred and fifty-five ($755.00) 
dollars for the work of the General Board be made. We apportion it to 
the several districts as follow’S :

MEMOIR. 

Henry Bascum Cox was born in Weakley County, Tennessee, Feb- 
ruary 13th, 1843. Brought up on a farm by godly parents and trained in 
those sterling qualities that ministered to the development of an upright 
and honest childhood, which after his majority manifested itself in a 
srong and sturdy manhood, that made him a striking personality in every 
circle wherein he moved. His education was not obtained in the best of 
schools and yet by close observation and personal effort he acquired 
good command of language and his whole bearing was that of a well 
educated gentleman. 

He early enlisted in the Confederate Army and was soon promoted 
to the rank of first lieutenant. He participated in a number of battles, 
and in the famous battle of Murfreesboro received a wound in the foot 
which disabled him for the remainder of the war and left him slightly 
lame for life. Being disqualified for further service he retired to Georgia, 
where on September loth, 1863, he married Miss Addie E. Lavender of 
that State. 

He was converted in 1866 and united with the Methodist Protestant 
Church and was that year licensed to preach. In 1867 he returned to his 
Arkansas home in Clay County, where for a time he was engaged in 
farming, mi ling and merchandising. On July 9th, 1880. his wife died, 
leaving him with several children. February the 9th, 1882, he was mar- 
ried the second time to Miss Laura I. Cox, daughter of Rev. J. W. Cox 
and wife, of Clay County, Arkansas. The fruit of this marriage was one 
son and one daughter, of whom the daughter. Miss Beatrice, survives, 
and with her mother now resides at Rector in this State. 

At the Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church in Batesville 
he was ordained elder on November loth, 1878. It was not until 1889 
that he joined the Arkansas Conference of his church and was assigned 
to Haynesville, La., where he served two years, 1890-1891. He served 
Magnolia, Arkansas, in 1892; Rector, Arkansas, in 1893; Haynesville, 
La., again in 1894. So highly esteemed were his labors in that church, 
that at the session of their Conference of that year he was chosen Presi- 
dent of that body and served the church in that capacity during the 
year 1895. He was re-elected to the same position W the following 
year, but resigned and accepted the Malden Circuit. 

In November, 1896, he withdrew from the Methodist Protestant 
Church and joined the White River Conference of the M. E. Church 
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South, then convened in Paragould, under the presidency of Bishop O. P. 
Fitzgerald. He was then appointed to Vanndale Circuit. The following 
year (1898) he was assigned to Marion Circuit. In 1899 he served Wynne 
and Vanndale and in 1900 Vanndale Station. He was greatly beloved by 
the people of this heroic little station. The following four years from 
1901 to 1904 he served Holly Grove and Marvell. Never was a man 
more universally loved and honored than was he by the people of this 
old aristocratic little town. 

During the years 1905 and 1906 he served Brinkley station. In 1907 
he was stationed at Newport and at our last Conference he was stationed 
at Osceola. Bishop Hoss presiding. Here he labored with unabated 
zeal and marked success until July 12th, when with sword “red with 
recent fight he ceased at once to work and live.” Preaching at eleven 
o’clock that day with unusual unction and power, and at the close of the 
service administering Holy Baptism to a man who had just been re- 
claimed from a wicked life he went home, ate a light dinner, and in less 
than an hour, perhaps, after pronouncing the benediction he was listening 
to the rapturous acclaim of those “Who had washed their robes and made 
them white in the Blood of the Lamb.” Brother Cox was a good and 
true man, a faithful pastor and an excellent practical preacher. He 
wrought well, he died in peace and rests with God. 

“Weep not for a brother deceased, 

Our loss is his infinite gain ! 

A soul out of prison released. 

And freed from its bodily pain. 

With songs let us follow his flight. 

And mount with his spirit above. 

Escaped to the Mansions of light, 

And lodged in the Eden of love.”

MEMOIR. 

Rev. Ellison Mitchell Davis was born in Stoddard County, Mo., Sept, 
20, 1848, and died at Evening Shade, Sharp County, Ark., March 2 S, 
1908 — aged 59 years 4 months and 5 days. 

He was soundly converted in early life and joined the M. E. Church, 
South, on the Walnut Hill Circuit. He was licensed to preach at the 
Wells church in the same charge in 1876, by the Quarterly Conference, 
Rev. E. A. Garrison, P. E., and Rev. J. F. Armstrong, P. C. He was 
admitted on trial into the White River Conference at Batesville, in 1884, 
and into full connection in 1888. He was ordained a local Deacon by 
Bishop J. C. Cranberry at Newport, Dec. 16, 1883, and elder by Bishop 
C. B. Galloway at Searcy, Dec., 1899. Bro. Davis served the following 
charges: Walnut Hill Circuit, 1885; Siloam Circuit, 1886-1^7 > Walnut 
Hill again, 1888; Tuckerman Circuit, 1889-1890; Portia Circuit, 1891- 
1892; Imboden Circuit, 1893; Reyno Circuit, 18^; Corning and Noble, 
1895; Jacksonville Circuit, 1896-1897; El Paso Circuit, 1898-1899; Shiloh 
Circuit, 1900 ; Heber Mission, 1901 ; West Point Circuit, 1902-1903 ; 
Pleasant Plains Circuit, 1905 ; Salem and Camp, 1906-1907. He was 
appointed to the Evening Shade Circuit by Bishop E. E. Hoss, at Corn- 
ing last December, and moved immediately after Conference^ and took 
charge of the work, preached one sermon from Acts 27 :23, “For there 
stood by me this night the angel of God, whose I am and whom I serve. 
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This was his last sermon. He was taken sick immediately ai d took 
liis bed, where he lingered and suffered much until March 25, when God 
called him away from the sufferings and sorrows of earth to the joys and 
bliss of heaven 

Perhaps no member of this Conference knew Bro. Davis better than 
I did. We were intimate friends and loved each other in all sincerity, and 
I can conscientiously say that, in every sense of the word, he was a good 
man and a strong preacher of the Gospel of Christ, and was so recog- 
nized by the people whom he served. Great revivals of religion attended 
his ministry in many of the charges he served, and many were the souls 
that professed faith in Christ under his ministry. 

Bro. Davis had a limited education, but he was a close and dligent 
student and reader, and he had a fine memory which enabled him to 
retain the valuable knowledge he gained by thus applying himself. Bro. 
Davis had sore trials to pass through during his itinerant life, which he 
bore with great patience and Christian fortitude, and he seldom spoke of 
them^ to his most intimate friends. These trials drew him closer to 
nis Lord. 

He was happily married to his second wife, Miss Marv Marcella 
Bechtol, by the writer, Oct. 10, 1895, at Hardy, Ark. From that happv 
time until the day of his death, Sister Davis was a source of inspiration 
and helpfulness to him in all his efforts to build up the cause of Christ 
that they both loved so well. 

His last illness was long and painful, but he never murmured. Like 
Paul, he was ready and willing to depart and be with Christ. He had no 
fears of death. His only regret was leaving his wife. Thank God ! He 
fully realized in his last moments that the angel of God whose servant 
lie was and whom he loved, was standing by him as he joyously passed 
over the river to receive his crown of glory in the City of God. 

Farewell, dear brother, until we meet in the great Conference in 
heaven.
